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Looking  at  the  causes  of  death  it  is  seen  that 
heart  disease  and  in  particular  Coronary  disease,  accounts 
for  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  from  any  one  cause. 
It  can  further  be  seen  that  more  men  than  women  die  from 
Coronary  disease.  The  cause  and  prevention  of  this  disease 
is  a matter  of  constant  research  in  all  civilised  countries 
and  many  theories  have  been  put  forward  and  many  factors  are 
agreed  as  being  among  the  primajry  causes. 

Infectious  diseases  shov/  little  variation  from  the 
usual  pattern  apart  from  a very  steep  drop  in  the  number 
of  notifications  of  pulmonary  T.B.  which  fell  to  the  low 
level  of  four  cases  from  cases  in  I966.  Among  the  many 
factors  which  might  account  for  this,  we  must  include  the 
more  effective  modern  treatment,  the  more  intensive  field 
work  in  finding  and  checking  contacts  and  the  effects  of 
B.C.G,  vaccination,  which  has  for  a number  of  years  been 
carried  out  on  the  senior  age  groups  at  all  schools. 
Dysentery  shows  the  usual  pattern  (in  the  absence  of  an 
outbreak)  of  a fairly  small  number  of  sporadic  cases. 
V/hooping  cough  although  sli^tly  higher  than  last  year, 
is  a fairly  constant  figure  and  no  major  outbreak  has 
occurred  for  a number  of  years.  Among  children, 
absence  from  school  appears  to  be  much  more  often  due  to 
the  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Chicken-pox, 
German  measles  and  kumps,  with  the  one  outstanding  exception, 
viz  Measles,  which  is  notifiable.  At  last  a suitable 
vaccine  for  the  prevention  of  this  disease  has  been 
prepared  and  now  acccioted  by  health  authorities  and  is  now 
in  use.  At  the  moment  Measles  is  socially  the  most 
important  of  all  the  Infectious  diseases  in  that  it  causes 
more  absenteeism  in  industry  than  any  of  the  others.  ^liis 
is  not  due  to  large  numbers  of  adults  contracting  the 
disease  but  to  the  fact  that  when  the  children  do  so, 
one  parent  usually  stays  at  home  to  look  after  them. 

In  a few  years  time  the  effects  of  the  nev/  vaccine  should 
become  apparent. 

Before  concluding  I vdsh  to  express  my  great  regret 
at  the  death  of  our  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  A.H.V.  Marsden.  This  came  as  a tremendous  shock  to 
everyone  in  the  department  who  knew  him  not  only  as  an 
officer  colleague  but  as  a friend. 

This  has  been  a busy  year  and  in  various  vi^ays  a 
difficult  one.  I am  therefore  very  grateful  for  the  support 
of  members  and  wish  also  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  help  and  devotion  to  duty.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  untimely  death  of  Mr*  A.H.V,  Marsden  before  writing 
the  introduction  for  this  part  of  the  annual  report 
necessitates  a short  statement  on  his  behalf. 

During  his  twelve  years  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
many  changes  in  both  outlook  and  emphasis  have  taken  place. 
Although  much  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  unfit 
and  decayed  houses  and  dwellings  there  still  remain  numbers 
of  properties  which  can  only  be  regarded  as  substandard  due 
to  the  absence  of  modern  amenities  such  as  bathrooms  internal 
accessible  toilets,  hot  water  supplies  etc.  The  need  to 
make  Improvement  Grant  facilities  more  attractive  for  rented 
accommodation  is  obvious,  otherwise  these  properties  which 
need  increasing  attention  to  keep  in  repair  will  become  ripe 
for  action  by  the  Council  in  the  future. 

There  has  been  a steady  improvement  in  the  standards  of 
food  premises  in  the  area  and  better  and  more  hygienic  equipment 
is  being  used.  However,  equipment  is  only  as  good  as  the 
operator  makes  it  and  increasing  attention  has  to  be  paid  to 
staff  to  see  that  work  is  carried  out  with  due  regard  to 
regulation  requirements,  A new  control  measure  is  being 
exercised  on  food  premises  by  the  use  of  "sausage  agar"  to 
check  bacteriologically  the  surfaces  of  crockery,  equipment, 
work  tops,  cutting  machines,  etc.  This  work  has  been  v/ell 
received  by  management  and  staff  and  helps  to  illustrate  in 
a practical  way  the  conditions  found  and  effect  improvements. 

With  the  increased  sophistication  of  foods  more  attention 
has  tov  bo  paid  to  investigations  into  complaints  and  the  need 
to  keep  abreast  of  modern  food  technology  is  being  met  by 
your  Inspectors  attending  Courses  about  this  subject. 

Control  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  still  occupies  much  Officer 
time,  V/ith  the  increase  in  trade  wastes  it  has  been  necessary 
to  pay  more  attention  to  industrial  waste  disposal  in  worked 
out  gravel  pits,  many  of  which  contain  surface  water  and  are 
consequentially  more  3.ikely  to  produce  nuisance  from  smell  and 
pollution  of  water  supplies  and  the  consequent  difficulty  in 
rectifying  conditions  once  started. 

Thanks  must  be  paid  to  other  Chief  Officers  and  staff  for 
guidance  and  assistance  freely  given  in  the  problems  requiring 
a common  approach,  and  finally  to  the  whole  of  the  staff  of 
the  Department  who  have  contributed  to  the  work  of  this  report,

There  are  at  present  129  licensed  storage  installations 
in  the  district  comprising  a total  storage  capacity  of 
429,415- gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  and  3,485-gallons  of 
petroleum  mixtures.  Ullage  tests  v;ere  carried  out  on  all 
tanks  which  have  been  in  the  ground  over  20— years.  Pressure 
tests  (N2)  or  according  to  licence  conditions. 

In  former  years  much  administrative  time  has  been  devoted 
to  the  notification,  registration,  preparation  and  issuing  of 
licences  granted  in  respect  of  installations  and  stores  under 
the  provisions  of  these  Acts  and  in  order  to  streamline  and 
reduce  the  work  load  it  was  decided  to  invite  applications  for 
licences  for  periods  of  one,  two,  or  three  years.  This 
arrangement  has  been  found  acceptable  in  that  the  offer  of  the 
longer  period  licence  has  been  taken  up  in  the  majority  of 
cases  v/here  the  licencees  have  no  proposals  to  alter  the  storage 
sirrangements  during  the  period.  Inspections  of  installations 
under  the  provisions  of  the  licences  however  are  not  affected 
by  this  new  arrangement. 

In  order  to  provide  a better  service  to  the  motorist  and 
also  to  offset  difficulties  in  connection  with  providing 
forecourt  attendants,  the  trade  have  recently  been  pioneering 
self-service  at  petrol  stations  by  the  development  of  coin  or 
note-acceptor  pumps  where  the  motorist  can  obtain  petrol  by 
means  of  a pre-payment  meter. 

Several  enquiries  have  been  received  from  licensees  as 
to  whether  this  type  of  installation  would  be  acceptable  and 
discussions  have  taken  place.  Licence  conditions  do  not 
allow  for  this  method  of  dispensing  petroleum  spirit  at  the 
present  time  as  there  are  a number  of  hazards  which  may  arise 
either  by  . misuse  or  accident  and  guidance  is  awaited  from

A recent  survey  of  caravans  in  the  district  revealed 
that  the  number  on  licensed  sites  was  642,  This  figure 
included  24  caravans  on  recreational  sites,  chiefly 
situated  at  V/raysbury,  which  are  used  during  the  summer 
months  only. 

Residential  caravans  include  l42  v/hich  are  sited  on 
Council  owned  sites  at  V/yatts  Covert,  Denham,  Burnham 
Beeches  and  Mansion  Lane,  Iver, 

Caretakers  and  Watchmen  occupy  another  36. 

165  vans  are  on  a large  nultiple  site  at  Trenches 
Farm,  V/exham,  upon  which  improvement  works  have  begun 
following  legal  action  by  the  Council. 

The  Mansion  Lane  Site  has  been  the  subject  of  radio, 
television  and  press  interviews  and  regular  visits  by 
Members  and  officials  of  other  local  authorities.  The 
standards  of  the  site  continue  to  maintain  a satisfactory 
level.
